the army of reviewing the-traditions 
and history of each organization in 
special services annually, the 12th 
Infantry has fixed upon the anniver- 
sary of its greatest battle as organi- 
zation day. 


The entire personnel of the post 


will participate in some form in the 
day's program. Among the athletic 
features will be an elimination tug- 
of-war for teams representing each 
of the six companies, various com- 
edy stunts, a five inning game of 
playground ball between teams of 
Dfficers and non-commissioned of- 
ficers of the first four grades, and in 
the afternoon a Third Corps Area 
baseball league game between teams 
from.

In ad- 
dition to these prizes, a tea set will 
be awarded each evening during the 
bazaar. 


Solicit Food 


Members of the company have 


been busy during the past few weeks 
soliciting foodstuffs in town and 
county for the fair and more than 
fifty chickens, over a hundred dozen 
of eggs, butter, canned fruits and 
other commodities have been con- 
tributed.

stones over each grave. 


The four pet dogs of the Shaws, 


out of the 
aristocratic strain of 


Goodwood, original Pekinese blood, 
were transferred 
from the Great 


Neck, Long Island, home of 
the 


Shaws to the local plot. JE1 Sueno 
will be the future permanent resi- 
dence of the Shaws. 


A number of years ago when the 


Shaws were residing in England 
they were presented with 'Wang," 
full-blooded Pekinese out of the 
Goodwood strain which was smug- 
gled into London, in a para'sol, and 
presented to Queen Victoria. 


"Wang" was the first pet dog of 


the Shaws. Fourteen years later 
he died of old age. Then came 
"Admiral 
Bogey" of 
the 
same 


aristocratic Pekinese blood, followed 
by "San Chu" and later "Sonny 
Boy." The latter died a few months 


ago of pneumonia at ' the age of 
four and one-half years. 


As each pet dog died. Mrs. Shaw, a

In a letter to the sub-committee 


of the 
Gettysburg citizens' water 


committee. James A. Cole, of the 
Penn, Central light and power com- 
pany, Altoona, indicates that the 
company plans to erect a standpipe 
on East Cemetery hill and impound 
an additional supply of water in 
Marsh creek by repairing old dams. 


A resume of the letter was made 


public today by Eugene V. Bulleit, 
Gettysburg 
attorney-at-law 
and 


chairman of the sub-committee. He 
said another letter, with more def- 
inite information 
relative to the 


proposed improvements contemplat- 
ed, would be received next week for 
submission to the water committee 
and council. 


To Erect Standpipe 


The company informed Mr. Bul- 


leit that instead of enlarging the 
present reservoir it propably would 
erect a half-million-gallon stand- 
pipe on East Cemetery hill to give 
an additional supply of water 
as 


well as increase the pressure in 
those sections of town where 
the 


pressure at present is inadequate. 


The letter, Mr. Bulleit said, con- 


tained no information that the 
company planned to construct 
a 


new dam across Marsh creek at the 
pumping station, 
but 
intimated 


that repairs would be made to other 
dams upstream. 


The letter also reiterated the $6.- 


200 worth of improvements 
the 


company is making to its lines here 
this summer, 
include new 


These improvements 
six-inch mains on 


South Washington street and in 
Race Horse alley to give additional 
supply to Seminary avenue, and the 
connection of dead ends on Lincoln 
avenue and Broadway. 
The com- 


pany also informed Mr. Bulleit that 
hereafter no lines under six inches 
would be laid here. 


The letter also repeated asser- 


tions made by W. H. Wade, vice 
president of the Penn Central com- 
pany, at a meeting with the water 
committee on June 9 that the 
pumping state equipment is ade- 
quate for Gettysburg's needs; that 
the steam pump has been inspected 
by state inspectors and found in 
working order; that thp filter plant 
has been tested and that both the 
pumps and the filter plant have a 
daily capacity of twice the amount 
of water used by Gettysburg.

Fire Of Undetermined Origin Causes $15,000 


Loss To Structure Partially Destroyed 


In Conflagration May 11; Gasoline 


Truck and Auto Are Consumed. 


QUANTITY OF MILL WORK LOST 


AS FIREMEN BATTLE IN VAIN 


Fire of undetermined origin destroyed what remained 


of the large combination warehouse, garage and postoffice 
building at Gardners at 2 o'clock this morning, with a loss 
estimated from $10,000 to $15,000. 


On the evening of May 11, the greater part of the two- 


story warehouse building, owned by Grover C. Myers, Gard- 
ners, and leased by Clyde £lank, Aspers, was destroyed by 
fire, presumably originating from a defective chimney and 
causing a loss estimated at $15,000. 


This morning's conflagration leveled the remainder of 


the two-story warehouse portion of the building along with 
the one-story postoffice and garage. The entire structure 
measured 250 by 24 feet and was of frame construction. Ap- 
proximately 150 feet of the warehouse" part was destroyed 
in the May 11 fire. 


The fire was discovered by Isaiah Beam, who lives across 


the road from the building and who was awakened by the 
reflection of the blaze in his bedroom. According to reports 
from Gardners, the fire appeared to have started in the ga- 
rage in the vicinity of the battery charging machine.

AT EAST BERLIN 


Farm Barn Is Destroyed By 


Conflagration; Three 


Companies Fight Fire. 


Fire, breaking out about 9:45 


o'clock Friday evening, destroyed 
the barn on the property of Thomas 
Straley, East Berlin dealer in horses. 
The loss was estimated at between 
$1,500 and $2,000. 


The fire was discovered by Mr. 


Straley's daughter, Catherine, who 
quickly -gave the alarm. The Bast 
Berlin fire company was soon rein- 
forced by the company from Ab- 
bottstown and New Oxford. The fire 
had too much headway to be check 
ed and soon the building was re- 
duced to ashes. 


Members of the family succeeded 


in saving several horses, but two of 
the animals could not be rescued1 
and perished in the flames, as did 
several hogs. An automobile kept 
in the barn was removed, but sev- 
eral old buggies, as well as a quan- 
tity of hay, were burned. 


Directly across the alley from the 


blazing structure was the barn of 
Paul March. Water was constantly 
poured on the March barn to pre- 
vent its taking fire. Other nearby 
buildings were also kept soaked by 
the firemen to prevent the spread 
of the flames. 


The Straley property is located to 


the rear of Mummert's garage, 
which was not endangered. 


When Mr. Beam discovered - the 


fire, flames were leaping from the 
windows of the garage and appar- 
ently that part wiis ablaze from end 
to end. 


2 Companies Respond 


Calls were turned in for the Ben- 


dersville and York Springs fire com- 
panies, but they were unable to save 
the large frame structure, and direct- 
ed their efforts toward saving "the 
homes of Isaiah Beam and Harry 
Cline, across the highway, both of 
which were badly searched. .Window! 
in both"properties were broken by 
tfie intense heat. 


The .garage was .operated by Silks 


Trimmer," of near •Bendersville, who 
leased the building from Mr. Myers. 


Destroyed' along with the garage 


were a 560-gallon Atlantic refining 
company tank 'truck, which was 
kept at the garage; a 2»£-ton truck, 
owned by G. C. Griest, Gardners;"a " 
%-ton truck owned by Jerry Guise, 
York Springs; a Fordson tractor, 
owned by Mr. Myers, and a coach- 
type car, owned by Jesse C. Runkle, 
of York. 


Fortunately there was no gasoline 


in the large tank truck, although, 
there were a number of minor ex- 
plosions during the blaze as gasoline 
tanks in the other trucks and ma- 
chines blew up. Mr. Trimmer also 
lost all of his tools and other garage 
machinery and fixtures.

From the postoffice, which stood 


between the garage and the ware- 
house part of the combination build- 
ing, all of the stamps and money or- 
ders and most of the records were 
saved, but all the furniture and fix- 
tures, including typewriters, adding 
machines and other appurtenances 
in the office were consumed.

fire, flames were leaping from the 
windows of the garage and appar­ 
ently that part was ablaze from end 
to end. 
2 Companies Respond 
Calls were turned in for the Ben­ 
dersville and York Springs fire com­ 
panies, but they were unable to save 
the large fram e structure, and direct­ 
ed their efforts toward saving the 
homes of Isaiah Beam and Harry 
Cline, across the highway, both of 
which were badly scorched. Window* 
in both properties were broken b f 
the intense heat. 
The garage was operated by Silas 
Trimmer, of near Bendersville, who 
leased the building from Mr. Myers. 
Destroyed along with the garage 
were a 560-gallon Atlantic refining 
company tank truck, which was 
kept at the garage; a 2Vi-ton truck, 
owned by O. C. Grlest, Gardners; a 
% -ton truck owned by Jerry Guise. 
York Springs; a Fordson tractor, 
owned by Mr. Myers, and a coach- 
type car. owned by Jesse C. Runkle, 
of York. 
Fortunately there was no gasoline 
in the large tank truck, although 
there were a number of minor ex­ 
plosions during the blaze as gasoline 
tanks in the other trucks and m a­ 
chines blew up. Mr Trimmer also 
lost all of his tools and other garage 
machinery and fixtures.

Propose New Bill To 


Penalize All Reckless 


And Careless Drivers 


A safety responsibility bill, so de- 


signed that it will protect the large 
mass of Jaw-abiding, careful drivers 
through" "penalizing and regulating 
the reckless and, at the same time, 
meet constitutional requirements, is 
being framed by the* Pennsylvania 
motor federation-for introduction at 
the 1933 session of the legislature. 
Thruogh this measure, patterned 
'after laws now in successful opera- 
tion in nearly a score of &tates, in- 
cluding- New York and New Jersey, 
the federation aims to reach the 
small minority, of irresponsible driv- 
ers to whom are charged the mount- 
Ing toll of .life, limb and property 
in motor accidents. 


A committee comprising Charles 


*W. Eaby, Lancaster; LeBoy J. Scan- 
Ion, Johnstown, and Adam. F. Miller, 
Lebanon, all members of the bar, 
has been authorized by the execu- 
tive board of the federation to for- 
mulate the measure. In this way 
they will follow the general outline 
of the A-A^A. safety responsibility 
bill, revised to fit in with provisions 
of the state constitution. 


"One-third of the car owners on 


the North American continent are 
now operating under a law similar 
to this," S. Edward Gable, president 
of the federation, explained, "and 
experience to date has proven that 
this legislation has placed a higher 
premium on safe driving and, at the 
same time, has subjected the reck- 
less and irresponsible to a large 
measure of control. Under the pro- 
visions of the safety responsibility 
bill, when a motorist is involved in 
an accident that results in injury to 
a person or damage to property and 


is convicted of reckless driving or 
some other violation of the motor 
code as an outcome of the crash, he 
is required to give proof of his abil- 
ity to satisfy any judgment that may 
be rendered against him up to a 
specified amount Failure to do so 
would result in automatic revocation 
of his operator's license and cancel- 
lation of his car registration. If the

3 minutes. Add rest of flour. Mix 
well. Cover with cloth and let stand 
until dough has doubled in bulk. 
Take out and roll on floured board 
until oough is V4 inch thick. Spread 
with filling. 


Fining 


' 4 tablespoons butter; % cup su- 
gar; 1 teaspoon cinnamon. 


Mix ingredients and spread or 


soft dough. Roll up tightly and cut 
off 1/3 inch slices. Flatten down 
and place, flat side up, in greased 
pan. Let rise until doubled in size. 
Bake 20 minutes in a moderate oven. 
During warm weather this dough 
will rise in three hours but four 
hours is required during cooler 
weather. Warm weather is a good 
time to make yeast rolls as the 
rise so well. 


Leftover dough can be stored in 


the ice box and used as desired dur- 
ing the week.

Upper End

Dublin, 
June t 25 
(AP).—Irish 
women, who have sent forth a m ul­ 
titude of sons to serve the Catholic 
church, and women from many parts 
of the world, assembled more than 
100,000 strong Friday night before 
the Eucharistic Congress altar in 
Phoenix park and heard themselves 
praised for their religious sacrifices. 
Speaking from a tiny white pulpit* 
the Mast Rev. Andrew Joseph Mc­ 
Donald, archbishop of St. Andrew's 
and Edinburgh, told them th a t the 
“destiny of the hum an race lies 
largely in the hands of women.” 
Citing the pope’s recent encyclical 
concerning the spread of the Threes 
of anti-religion, the archbishop as­ 
sured his hearers th a t “evil is not 
cast out except by prayer and pen­ 
ance.” 
He urged daily com m union as the 
only m eans of com bating the pow­ 
ers of darkness and pleaded with 
the women to renew and increase 
the fervor of their fa ith in this crisis 
in the world's affairs. 
"In the present crisis,” he said, 
“none can render to God the homage 
he deserves as can the m aidens and 
m others of the C atholic church. 
“I call upon you women to respond 
whole-heartedly to th a t call wrung 
in anguish from the pope.” 
Long before the hour for tile as­ 
semblage, great stream s of women 
converged at the high altar in thp 
park. 
Some spent most of the day there 
to be sure of places nearest the altar, 
and Dublin’s streets were thronged 
with the largest crowds the congress 
has yet brought forth. Trolley cars 
going to the park were jam m ed and 
m any thousands of the women made 
the three-m ile up-hill pilgrimage on 
foot.

Real Log Cabin 


Adorns Fort Site 


Pennsylvanians who may.wish to 


see how their early ancestors built 
their homes will find a good example 
in the log cabin within the restored 
Fort Necessity, 10 miles east of 
Pniontown on the National road, 
which is to be dedicated as a state 
and, national historic shrine on July 
3 and 4. 


The cabin, just completed, was 


built by pioneer methods and pio- 
neer tools. There is not a nail in it, 
wooden pegs being used, The logs 
are saddled together as neatly as any 
pioneer could have done it, and the 
chinks are filled with plaster. The 
floor is of hand-hewn white oak 
planks. The roof is .of .clapboards 
held together with poles. A big 
white oak stump .cut from a-tree 258 
years old. is the table. 


The original cabin was used as a 


hospital by Dr. Craik, then a young 
ensign, and George Washington's 
life-long friend, during the battle of 
Fort Necessity. July 3,1754, when 400 
Virginia and South Carolina troops 
under the 22-year-old' Washington 
held oft 1600 French and Indians, 
This battle was the spark which set 
off the French and Indian War.

Capable of Killing Yeast Cells 


^•Syracuse- N. Y., June 25 (AP)J- 
A woman's eye killed yeast cells 
simply by looking at them, at Cornell 
university five days ago. 


This discovery, suggesting the "evil 


eye," but found due to an ordinarily 
harmless form of ultra-violet rays 


off by human bodies generally, 


was reported Friday to the Amer- 
ican Association lor the Advance- 
ment of Science, which ended its 
general sessions Friday night. 


The experiments were described 


by -Dr. Otto Rahn, of the Cornell 
bacteriology department. 


The yeast cells—each a tiny par- 


ticle—were laid on & glass slide. The 
woman placed her eye close, as.in 
looking through a microscope.

Yeast protected by ordinary glass, 
which is impervious to ultra-violet, 
was unharmed. 


After the finger, the tip of the 


nose was discovered to be a fine 
ultra-violet "tube." Then came the 
eye. 


The human rays are not always 


harmful. From some persons they 
are beneficial to tiny^lants. There 
seems to be no difference in the' 
kind, but the volume differs. When 
large it is lethal to yeast The same 
person emits it at different rates. 
He may be "killing" at one period 
and "benign" at another.

To Celery Crop, 


Reaps Profits 


State Ships 8,000 Carloads 


Worth $5,000,000 Ahd 


U p w a r d s . 


Sanford, Pla. (AP).—Florida's low*- 


lands are yielding a golden harvest 
for farmers who. have turned to 
celery as a cash crop. 


Although this season has been 


considered by celery growers as an 
"off year," upwards of $5,000',000 has 
poured into .farmers' pockets for the 
approximately 8,000 car loads of 
celery shipped out of the state. 


Sanford, which ordinarily ships 


about 20 per cent of the nation's 
crop, sent out this spring about 5,000 
cars, by rail, truck and water—the 
rail shipment being 4,980 cars. Rail 
shipments from the state totaled 
7,902 cars. 


Florida, California, in Race 


Florida and California have been 


neck and neck in celery shipments 
for the past decade, with New York 
state third and Michigan fourth. 
Florida and California begin har- 
vesting their crops in February and 
end shipments by the middle of May. 
The New York and Michigan crops 
are ready for harvest during the 
summer. 


Sanford has been for many years 


the leading celery shipping center of 
Florida. Sarasota, 
however, 
has 


forged to the front within the past 
few years, and this season shipped 
nearly 25 per cent of the state's crop. 


One Grower Ships 1,179 Cars 


The total shipments from Sara- 


sota county were in round numbers, 
1,800 cars, with 1,179 cars produced 
by a single grower—the Palmer 
Farms. The Palmers have spent 
large sums draining and adapting 
their large tract to celery production

school, 
Huntington. 
The 
room contains 
samples of the products of the pri­ 
son weaving shops; hosiery, under­ 
wear and clothing shops; shoe fac­ 
tory, license tag shop; 
printing 
shops, furniture and brush factory,

Paris (AP)—Birth bonuses, paid 
by the city of. Paris to fathers of 
large families, has been given 
a 
boost. 
From now on $20 will be paid a 
father on the birth of his third 
child. The old rate was $14. The 
lourth child will get a birthday 
present of $34 instead of the former 
$18. 
The same scale will apply in in­ 
creasing amounts up to the sixth 
child and any successors, each of 
whom will bring $50 to its par­ 
ents.

Weekly reports are made by 
each shop, making possible an ac­ 
curate check on the movement of 
business and supplies on hand.
